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Battery Installation/Replacement 

• To use the unit, you must install batteries. 

• Open battery cover as illustrated. 

Install or replace two new batteries, making sure the 
polarities (+ and -) on the battery match the polarities 
on the case. 

• Replace battery cover. 

• It the Low Battery indicator "tO" appears on the dis- 
play, both batteries must be replaced. 

• "AAA" alkaline batteries or equivalent are suitable for 
this blood pressure meter. 

Setting the Date and Time 
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SETTING THE DATE 

• Press the TIME SET button for 3 seconds until the date and 
time display disappears. 

• The date display will blink, press the MEMO button until the correct 
year is displayed. 

• Press TIME SET button to confirm entry. The month display will now 
begin to blink. 

• Press MEMO to increase or RCAL to decrease the number until the 
desired month appears. 

• Press TIME SET button to confirm entry. The date display will now 
begin to blink. 

• Press the MEMO or RCAL button until correct date appears. 



SETTING THE TIME 

• Press the TIME SET button for 3 seconds to enter time adjustment mode. 

• Press TIME SET to confirm entry. 

• Press MEMO or RCAL to increase or decrease the numbers until reaching the correct 
time. 

• PM hours are displayed as 13:00 to 23:59 (military time). 
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Attaching the Wrist Cuff 
and Posture During 
Measurement 

• The blood pressure is measured al the wrist. 

Therefore, rolling up the sleeve is no longer neces- 
sary. 



• Wrap the wrist cuff around your left wrist with the 
display panel on the inside of the wrist. 

• Pull the wrist cuff to fit wrist size and fasten velcro. 
Wrist circumference: 5.4-7.8 inches 

Rest left elbow on a table so that the cuff is at heart level. 
Relax the lower arm across the table and remain still. 
Perform measurements in either a seated or reclining pos- 
ture with the left palm turned upward. 



• After atl symbols appear and the display shows '0' the 
unit is ready for measurement. 



• Press the "START button to begin inflation. 

Measurement will begin once the cuff is inflated to 165 
mmHg. If the inflation pressure is not sufficient for meas- 
urement, the cuff will automatically reinflate to a pres- 
sure of 230 mmHg. 



• When the measurement is complete, the SYSTOLIC. 
DIASTOLIC and PULSE readings will display simultane-

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Storing Values to Memory 



When the measurement is complete, press the MEMO button. 

The memory mark will appear for one second. 

The current measurement value will be stored in memory and the 
display will return to the "ready to measure" mode. 



Recalling Values from Memory 

• Press the RCAL button, the last measured values will appear. 
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Press RCAL button again and the previous measurement values 
will be displayed. You can recall up to 29 previous measurements 
from the memory modes. 

All values can be erased from the memory by removing one of 
the batteries. n the unit on. 



Subsequent Measurement 

When a measurement needs to be made again, the time between 
2 measurements must be at least 10 minutes. 



Automatic Power OFF Function 

If the unit is left on after measurement, an "Automatic Power-OFF 
Function" turns the power off after approximately 3 minutes. To
